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Test  your  knowledge  of  state  history 

In  January,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  serves  as  a  host  site  for 
one  of  eight  regional  competitions  of  the  North  Carolina  History  Bowl, 
which  is  open  to  eighth-grade  teams  from  public  and  private  schools  around 
the  state.  The  History  Bowl  is  a  challenging  test  of  the  students'  knowledge 
of  state  history.  The  winning  team  from  each  regional  competition  advances 
to  the  state  competition  to  be  held  in  Raleigh  on  Wednesday,  May  16.  It 
is  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  State  Historic  Sites  and 
the  Office  of  Archives  and  History  in  partnership  with  local  units  and  the 
North  Carolina  Division  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  the 
North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  and  the  Federation  of  North  Carolina 
Historical  Societies. 

The  History  Bowl  began  in  1981  at  Bentonville  Battleground  State  Historic 
Site  when  16  teams  competed  to  test  their  knowledge  of  North  Carolina's 
Civil  War  history.  The  program  was  so  successful  that  over  the  next  several 
years  it  spread  to  other  Civil  War-related  historic  sites.  In  1986,  the  format 
changed  to  include  all  North  Carolina  history. 

Since  1986  the  History  Bowl  has  been  held  in  eight  regions  across  the 
state,  each  being  sponsored  by  one  or  two  state  historic  sites.  In  addition  to 
TPHS&G,  this  year's  sponsoring  sites  include  Bentonville  Battleground, 
Historic  Edenton,  Aycock  Birthplace,  CSS  Neuse,  North  Carolina 
Transportation  Museum,  Duke  Homestead,  Bennett  Place,  Polk  Memorial, 
Reed  Gold  Mine,  Charlotte  Hawkins  Brown  and  Alamance. 

How  would  you  rate  your  knowledge  of  North  Carolina  history?  Give 
these  sample  questions  a  try  (answers  are  below),  and  then  watch  local 
schoolchildren  compete  at  our  regional  History  Bowl,  9  a.m. -4  p.m.  Monday, 
Jan.  29  in  the  Visitor  Center  Auditorium.  Admission  is  free.

2.  Who  was  North  Carolina's  longest  serving  governor? 

3.  The  bloodiest  slave  revolt  in  American  history  occurred  along  the 
Virginia-North  Carolina  border  in  1831.  Who  led  this  slave  uprising? 

4.  What  name  was  given  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  Church  of  England? 

5.  Who  commanded  the  Loyalist  forces  at  the  Battle  of  Moore's  Creek 
Bridge? 

Bonus  Questions  are  worth  1 5  points  each  in  the  competition: 

6.  Name  the  two  women  pirates  who  served  on  the  crew  of  Captain  "Calico 
Jack"  Rackham. 

7.  For  5  points  each,  at  the  Battle  of  Bentonville,  how  many  Union  soldiers 
were  present,  how  many  Confederate  soldiers  were  present,  and  how  many 
total  casualties  were  there?

After  39  years,  the  annual 
Tryon  Palace  Decorative 
Arts  Symposium  is  making 
a  change!  The  2007  Symposium,  The 
Art  of  Embellishment,  now  begins 
Friday,  March  16  and  runs  through 
Sunday,  March  18. 

While  the  dates  have  changed, 
many  important  features  of  the 
program  remain  constant.  As  in 
past  years,  six  nationally-known 
scholars  share  their  insights  on  the 
relationship  between  workmanship 
and  aesthetics  and  their  effect  on 
18th  and  19th-century  buyers  who 
looked  for  beauty  as  well  as  utility 
in  the  objects  used  to  furnish  their 
homes  and  gardens. 

The  program  opens  with 
contrasting  perspectives  on  methods 
of  decorating  furniture.  Thomas  S. 
Michie,  Curator  of  Decorative  Arts  at 
the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of 
Art,  examines  some  of  the  techniques 
that  manipulate  surfaces  in  "Skin 
Deep:  Carving,  Inlay  and  the 
Embellishment  of  Furniture  1700- 
1900."  In  "Enriching  the  Surface: 
Characteristics  of  Early  19th- 
century  Painted  Seating  Furniture," 
independent  furniture  historian, 
lecturer  and  consultant  Nancy  Coyne 
Evans  introduces  another  popular 
decorative  surface  technique. 

Saturday's  program  offers 
presentations  of  a  variety  of  other 
materials.  Linda  R.  Baumgarten, 
Curator  of  Textiles  and  Costumes 
at  the  Colonial  Williamsburg 
Foundation,  offers  an  unusual  peek 
beyond  the  public  rooms  in  "Bed, 
Body  and  Beyond:  Quilting  as 
Ornament."  The  level  of  decoration

on  silver  runs  the  gamut  from  plain 
to  ornate.  Ann  K.  Wagner,  Curator 
of  Decorative  Arts  at  Winterthur 
Museum,  offers  both  ends  of  the 
spectrum  in  "Ornament  in  Early 
Republic  Silver."  For  collectors  of 
ceramics,  Amanda  E.  Lange  will 
discuss  "Gilding  the  Lily:  The  Diverse 
Art  of  Ceramic  Decoration."  The 
final  presentation  in  the  schedule 
offers  an  opportunity  to  move 
beyond  the  house.  Carleton  B.  Wood, 
Executive  Director  of  Hills  and 
Dales  estate,  presents  "Ornamenting 
the  Garden:  From  Fancy  Flowers  to 
Fabulous  Fountains." 

Social  activities  associated  with  the 
symposium  include  a  candlelight 
tour  of  the  Palace  reception  rooms 
followed  by  entertainment  and  a 
buffet  in  the  Latham  Garden.  On 
Sunday  morning,  participants  will 
enjoy  A  Taste  of  New  Bern,  which 


includes  a  tour  of  the  architectural 
riches  of  historic  New  Bern  followed 
by  a  sumptuous  taste  of  New  Bern's 
culinary  tradition.

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Two  dynamic  women:  Sylvia  and  Mary  Jane  Connor

One  challenge  scholars  of 
19th-century  African 
American  history  often 
face  is  a  scarcity  of  first-person 
accounts  written  by  the  people  they 
study.  Therefore,  they  must  use  a 
variety  of  peripheral  sources  to  piece 
together  the  rich  diversity  of  African 
American  experiences  during  this  era. 
It  is  through  one  such  source — the 
correspondences  of  Private  Henry 
A.  Clapp,  a  member  of  the  44th 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia 
who  was  stationed  in  New  Bern 
from  1862-1863 — that  we  gain  a 
glimpse  into  the  lives  of  two  New 
Bern  women,  Sylvia  and  Mary  Jane 
Connor. 

Henry  Clapp  first  met  Mary  Jane 
Connor  during  the  Thanksgiving 
celebration  of  1862.  He  wrote,  "The 
puddings  had  been  arranged  for  with 
a  certain  colored  woman  named 
Mary  Ann,  [Clapp  later  remarked 
that  she  often  went  by  Mary  Ann 
rather  than  her  given  name,  Mary 
Jane]  and  the  chicken  pies  also."' 
Connor's  puddings  and  pies  clearly 
proved  popular,  for  a  month  later  at 
Christmas  Clapp  recorded,  "Mary 
Ann,  a  famous  cook  arranged  to 
provide  our  great  dinner."  This  time 
she  fixed  the  entire  meal,  complete 
with  meats,  poultry,  fruits,  nuts, 
vegetables  and  desserts.  ' 

In  addition  to  serving  as  a  cook, 
Mary  Jane  Connor  managed  a 
boardinghouse.  In  March  of  1863, 
Clapp  wrote,  "we  changed  our 
boarding  place  from  Mrs.  Tripp's  to 
the  wonderful  Mary  Ann's — at  whose 
house  we  had  our  Christmas  dinner. 
We  should  have  gone  there  first,  if 
she  could  have  taken  us." 


Sylvm  Connor 

Clapp  recorded  additional  insights 
about  Connor,  revealing  perhaps, 
a  deepening  level  of  trust  and 
friendship:  "she  is  thirty-five  or 
thereabouts,  of  medium  nignitude 
[Clapp  is  probably  referring  to  her 
complexion]  and  of  a  very  intelligent 
expression.  She  had  been  a  slave  for 
years  (all  her  life)  before  our  troops 
took  New  Bern  and  been  hired  out 
as  cook."  In  the  same  letter,  he  noted 
one  of  her  personal  aspirations:  "she 
supports  an  aged  and  infirm  mother. 
She  has  told  me  once  or  twice  in 
answer  to  my  questions,  that  if  it 


were  not  that  she  felt  she  ought  to 
stay  and  take  care  of  her  mother  she 
would  go  to  New  York  at  once."^ 

Through  Mary  Jane  Connor, 
Clapp  met  her  sister-in-law,  Sylvia. 
Sylvia  worked  as  a  seamstress,  and 
was  previously  enslaved  by  "one 
of  the  richest  men  in  New  Bern." 
Sylvia  clearly  challenged  Clapp's 
preconceived  notions  of  slavery. 
He  wrote,  "She  is  about  forty,  and 
though  very  dark  of  very  pleasant 
appearance.  Her  address  and  manners 
are  remarkably  agreeable  and  really  of 
unusual  refinement."'* 

Henry  Clapp's  interaction  with 
Sylvia  and  Mary  Jane  Connor  left  a 
lasting  impression.  In  the  late  spring 
of  1863,  he  wrote  his  family  to 
send  new  dresses  as  gifts  for  the  two 
women  and  for  Eunice,  a  waitress  in 
Mary  Jane  Connor's  boardinghouse. 
After  distributing  the  presents,  he 
concluded,  "the  three  ladies  I  am  sure 
are  bound  to  me  forever." 

Just  a  few  weeks  later,  Sylvia  and 
Mary  Jane  Connor  sat  to  have  their 
photographs  taken,  likely  posing  in 
their  new  attire.^  These  photographs 
accompany  Henry  Clapp's  letter 
book  and  are  now  part  of  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens' 
collection.  These  sources  provide  a 
valuable  glimpse  into  the  lives  of  two 
dynamic  women  whose  stories  might 
have  otherwise  gone  unrecorded.

Adding  color  to  winter  gardens 


by  Lisa  Wimpfheimer,  Horticulturist 

Q:  What  flowers  survive  in  pots  and  flowerbeds  for 
color  at  this  time  of  year? 

A:  We  are  lucky  to  live  in  eastern  North  Carolina 
where  there  is  relatively  little  snowfall  and  numerous 
annual  flowers  that  can  add  color  during  the  winter 
months.  Johnny  jump-ups  {Viola  tricolor)  are  one  of  my 
favorites.  These  purple,  yellow  and  white  faced  flowers 
are  the  predecessors  of  modern  day  violas  and  pansies. 

Pot  marigolds  {Calendula  officinalis)  are  fancy,  old 
fashioned  plants  which  are  delightful  in  yellows,  oranges 
and  many  other  new  colors.  Sweet  alyssum  is  a  delicate 
white  flower  which  compliments  any  of  the  others. 
These  plants  are  planted  in  our  historic  gardens  and 
do  best  if  their  roots  are  established  before  the  coldest 
weather. 

Do  not  overlook  the  beautiful  and  colorful  vegetables 
and  herbs  which  can  be  planted  with  flowers  or  by 
themselves:  Swiss  chard  'Bright  lights,'  parsley,  rosemary 
and  many  types  of  lettuce. 

Q:  Which  types  of  plants  are  good  for  feeding 
birds? 

A:  There  are  a  wide  variety  of  shrubs  that  produce 
berries  that  birds  feed  on.   On  the  Palace  grounds  are 
Larustinus  {Viburnum  tinus)  which  produces  a  lovely 
little  blue  blackberry.  Dogwood  {Cornus  florida)  has  red 
berries  which  birds  love.  Two  species  of  Yaupon  holly 
{Ilex  vomitoria)  on  our  grounds  also  feature  berries,  one 
with  the  usual  red  berries  and  the  other  a  unique  variety 
with  yellow  berries. 

Seeds  are  also  an  important  protein  source  for  birds. 
By  leaving  flowering  plants  such  as  black-eyed  Susans, 
purple  coneflowers  and  sunflowers  to  go  to  seed,  you  are 
feeding  the  birds  as  well. 

Q:  Help,  I  have  spring  fever.  What's  the  cure? 

A:   Plant  plenty  of  bulbs!  Hyacinths,  narcissus  and 
crocus  provide  color  in  the  garden  and  can  be  brought 
indoors  to  combat  the  winter  doldrums. 

They  can  also  be  forced  in  water.  Special  clear  glass 
vases  are  made  for  hyacinths  or  crocus.  Place  the  bulb  in 
the  upper  portion  with  water  in  the  lower  portion.  Place 


l^iiinistiii/is 

in  a  dark,  cool 
place  for  proper 
development  of 
the  root  system, 
usually  within 
four  to  eight 
weeks.  Then  place 
the  plant  in  a 
bright  window 
and  enjoy  the 
blossoms. 

Bunch-flowering 
narcissus,  such 
as  paper  whites, 
can  be  grown  in 
shallow  pans  of 
water  filled  with  crushed  rocks  or  pebbles.

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Portrait  of  a  Craven  County  Civil  War  soldier

A  recent  addition  to  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites 
&  Gardens'  growing 
collection  of  Civil  War  artifacts 
is  a  small,  bust-length  likeness  of 
a  young  Confederate  officer.  The 
portrait,  identified  as  George  Stanley 
Dewey  of  Craven  County,  is  in  oil- 
on-paper  rather  than  the  traditional 
oil-on-canvas  and  is  mounted  in 
a  shadow-box  frame.  The  portrait 
descended  in  the  Dewey  and 
London  families  through  George 
Dewey's  sister,  Emily  Hall  (Dewey) 
Claypoole,  to  Dewey  London  and 
Lawrence  F.  London,  Sr. 

Born  in  New  Bern,  North 
Carolina,  on  Sept.  20,  1841,  George 
Stanley  Dewey  was  the  fourth  child 
and  eldest  son  of  Oliver  Stanley 
Dewey  and  Matilda  (Sparrow) 
Dewey.  Little  is  known  of  young 
Dewey's  early  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Yale  College  class  of 
1863  but  left  Yale  in  1861  to  enlist 
in  the  North  Carolina  Cavalry. 
His  choice  of  Yale  over  one  of  the 
North  Carolina  colleges  probably 
reflects  the  fact  that  his  paternal 
grandmother,  Mary  Judd  Stanley, 
and  her  family  were  long-time 
residents  of  central  Connecticut. 

After  North  Carolina  seceded  in 
1861,  the  state  legislature  authorized 
the  formation  of  10  regiments  - 
eight  were  infantry  regiments,  one  a 
cavalry  regiment  and  one  an  artillery 
regiment.  The  cavalry  regiment  was 
designated  North  Carolina  State 
Troopers  (Cavalry)  but  would  soon 
be  renamed  the  1st  North  Carolina 
Cavalry.  The  1st  North  Carolina 
Cavalry  regiment  was  divided  into 


George  Stanley  Dewey 
10  separate  companies,  A-I  and  L. 
On  enlisting,  George  Dewey  was 
assigned  to  H  Company,  which  was 
composed  primarily  of  men  from 
Goldsboro  and  Wayne  County.  By 
early  August  1861,  H  Company 
moved  to  Camp  Beauregard,  the 
regular  school  of  cavalry  instruction. 
The  1st  North  Carolina  Cavalry 
enjoyed  a  special  position.  All  its 
officers  were  appointed  by  Governor 
John  Ellis,  and  their  uniforms, 
accoutrements  and  horses  were 
provided  by  the  state.  George 
Stanley  Dewey  began  his  short 
military  career  as  a  private.  He 


was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant 
in  January  1864  and  to  captain  in 
August  of  that  year,  a  rank  he  held 
until  his  death. 

Several  of  Dewey's  letters  to 
his  family  are  preserved  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill.  Writing  to  his  mother 
and  his  sister,  Emily  Hall  Dewey 
(1845-1930),  he  described  his  life 
as  a  soldier,  including  regimental 
movements  and  some  battle 
skirmishes.  He  also  described  his 
feelings  concerning  the  progress 
of  the  war.  Despite  Confederate 
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setbacks,  Dewey  remained 
optimistic. 

George  Stanley  Dewey 
died  on  the  battlefield 
of  Chamberlain's  Run  at 
Dinwiddie  Court  House, 
Virginia  on  March  31, 
1865.  He  was  one  of 
the  last  Craven  County 
residents  killed  in  military 
action  in  the  Civil  War.

Briar  pipe  bowl 

A  hand-carved  briar  pipe 
bowl  also  was  purchased 
at  a  recent  auction.  The 
bowl  has  high  relief 
carvings  of  flowers  and 
vines.  What  attracted  our 
attention  were  inscriptions 
carved  on  the  bowl — 
"NEW  BERNE"  on  the 
front  and  "  1 864"  on  the 
back  above  the  stem  hole. 
The  pipe  bowl  is  from 
Bob  Timberlake's  vast 
collection  of  Civil  War 
memorabilia.

With  a  generous  grant  of  $250,000  from  the  Wachovia  Fotmdation,  Wachovia 
and  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  have  entered  into  a  partnership 
for  the  next  five  years  for  the  Palace's  Many  Stories,  One  History  initiative. 

TKe  Wachovia  Foundation,  funded  by  Wachovia  Corporation,  supports  programs  that 
improve  quality  of  life  and  make  a  positive  difference  in  Wachovia-served  communities. 
The  foundation's  focus  on  building  inclusive  communities  opened  the  door  between  the 
foundation  and  the  Palace's  Many  Stories,  One  History  -  an  initiative  to  tell  an  inclusive 
story  of  the  past. 

The  Wachovia  Foundation's  grant  was  recognized  when  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission 
hosted  Juan  Austin,  Wachovia  Community  Affairs  Manager,  Winston-Salem,  and  Bill 
Fentress,  New  Bern  Market  President  for  Wachovia  Bank.  Commission  Vice-Chair 
Karen  Rand  thanked  Wachovia  for  acknowledging  the  high  value  of  the  Palace's  African 
American  program. 

Fentress  said,  "Tryon  Palace's  programs  bring  an  important  part  of  our  history  to  the 
forefront  and  help  new  generations  of  North  Carolinians  understand,  appreciate  and  learn 
about  our  state's  past.  Wachovia  is  deeply  proud  of  its  North  Carolina  roots  and  nothing 
gives  us  more  pleasure  than  to  support  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens." 

Kay  P.  Williams,  Director  of  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens,  said,  "We  are 
grateful  to  Wachovia  for  partnering  with  us  in  this  vital  initiative  that  integrates  everyone's 
history  in  early  North  Carolina." 

Over  the  next  five  years.  Many  Stories,  One  History  will  infuse  programming  across  the 
site  with  an  all-inclusive  historical  message,  increasingly  expanding  it  in  preparation  for 
the  North  Carolina  History  Education  Center's  opening  in  2010.  Catherine  Bishir,  Senior 
Architectural  Historian  for  Preservation  North  Carolina,  has  been  retained  to  research  the 
contribution  of  18th  and  19th  century  African  American  artisans  in  New  Bern.  Bishir  is 
author  of  numerous  works  on  the  architecture  of  the  Upper  South,  most  recently  North 
Carolina  Architecture.  Her  work  will  culminate  with  an  expanded  body  of  information 
for  program  interpretation  and  a  book  publication  anticipated  in  time  for  New  Bern's 
300th  anniversary. 

Other  purposes  of  the  grant  in  the  first  two  years  will  include  additional  African 
American  research,  introduction  of  African  American  history  on  the  Tryon  Palace  Historic 
Sites  &  Gardens  website,  and  the  revision  of  tours  and  programs  to  include  the  stories  of 
the  people  of  color. 

In  other  grant  news  ...  The  Tryon  Palace  Council  of  Friends  has  secured  a  $3,500 
grant  from  the  Greensboro-based  Marion  Stedman  Covington  Foundation  to  install 
new  lighting  in  the  Dining  Room,  Drawing  Room  and  Council  Chamber  in  the  Palace. 
Two  of  these  rooms,  the  Dining  and  Drawing  Rooms,  were  recently  switched  as  part 
of  the  Palace  Re-interpretation  Plan.  The  overall  plan,  based  on  the  discovery  of  a  1783 
letter  by  John  Hawks  to  Francisco  de  Miranda,  is  designed  to  present  a  more  accurate 
presentation  of  18th-century  life  in  New  Bern  and  the  Palace's  role  as  the  home  of  royal 
governors  and  as  the  capitol  building  for  the  colony  and  the  state.  The  addition  of  the 
new  lights  will  brighten  these  rooms  while  maintaining  their  historic  integrity.

of  PoUocksville,  Raleigh,  Charlotte,  Chapel  Hill  and 
Asheville. 

Beginning  in  Edinburgh,  the  group  toured  palaces, 
cathedrals,  castles,  museums,  chapels,  burial  cairns, 
battlegrounds  and  churches,  each  of  which  had  its  own 
well-stocked  gift  shop,  popular  destinations  among  our 
group.  Included  among  these  destinations  were  Rosslyn 
Chapel,  Blair  and  Cawdor  Castles,  Scone  Palace  (where 
Scottish  kings  were  crowned)  and  Falkland  Castle.
